Bethel Water District Announces 


Contingency Plans for Winter 


Sub-Surface Temperature 
Sensors Installed Along 
Philbrook ‘Street 
The Bethel Water District will 
provide frost depth information 
reports on a weekly basis this 
winter. This measure is part of 
a District plan to minimize water 
pipe freeze-ups during the coldest 
part of the coming winter. Frost 
depth readings will be obtained 
from instruments similar to an 
indoor-outdoor thermometer, The 
“outdoor” elements have been 
buried at depths of three, four, 
five and six feet in Philbrook 
Street, The temperature at these 
points can be read when the frost 
settles into the ground by turning 
on a meter which will be located 
in the Water District office. When 
readings of below freezing are re- 
ceived it will signal the time to 
start preventive measures both by 
District personnel and individual 
homeowners. Weekly temperature 
readings will be given to The Beth- 
el Citizen for publication. When 
freezing temperatures reach the 
levels of sub-surface pipes, water

opening selected valves thus pre- 
venting water in the pipe from ac- 
tually freezing which then requires 
the expense of digging, thawing 
and repair. ' 

With respect to the water main 
which crosses the Androscoggin 
River, the Water District Trustees 
believe that the District is better 
prepared to cope with an emergen- 
ey rupture of this key main than 
before the installation of special 
gate valves on each side of the 
river. If the main should break, 
these valves can be quickly closed 
thus preventing water in Bethel 
Village from draining into the 
river, For a short period Bethel 
residents would have to use water 
from the Paradise Hill reservoir 
on a rationed basis, However, tem- 
porary service could be restored 
by stringing fire hose across the 
‘Androscoggin Bridge and connect- 
ing the Chapman Brook reservoir 
supply with town mains in the vi- 
cinity of Bridge Street until the 
broken main was either repaired 
or permanently replaced.

BUTANE LIGHTERS POTENTIAL 
HAZARD WHEN CARRIED NEAR 
WELDING OR OPEN FIRES 

The following item taken from 
the “Vermont News Guide” of 
Sept. 18 has prompted Killington 
and Sunday River Ski Areas to 
forbid its employees to carry bu- 
itane lighters in areas where weld- 
ing or cutting operations are tak- 
ing place. Through the courtesy 
of Burton Mills, this information 
‘was made available for publication 
in The Citizen as a service to oth- 
ers who may be unaware of the 
potential hazard of an exploding 
butane lighter. 

“It may be of interest to your 
readers, especially those involved 
in local industries, to know that 
in the last 80 days, the-Union Pa- 
cific Railroad has had two fatal 
accidents caused by disposable bu- 
tane cigarette lighters. These acci- 
dents occurred in welding areas 
while employees were welding, 
with butane lighters on their per- 
son. A spark from the welder 
landed on the butane lighter, 
burned through, exposing the li- 
quid butane which exploded, 

“One lighter was in a shirt poc- 
ket and killed the individual in- 
stantly. The other employee had 
a lighter in his pants pocket. The 
explosion blew the man’s leg off; 
he died a short time later, 

“There is the same amount of 
force in a butane lighter when it 


Motorists Advised 
to Prepare Vehicles 
For Winter's Rigors 


With falling temperatures, frost 
on the ‘ground, and earlier dark- 
ness the Maine State Police ad- 
vise motorists now is the time to 
begin protecting their vehicles 
against possible misfortune during 
the colder months. 

“It’s just plain smart to plan 
ahead by winterizing a vehicle now 
rather than be caught with the 
battery down, radiator not protect- 
ed by antifreeze, and without snow 
tires and chains,” said Colonel 
Allan H, Weeks, Chief of the 
Maine State Police. 

In addition, the defroster, heat- 
er and tire chains suddenly become 
important as the intelligent driver 
anticipates winter's challenges. 

. According to Col. Weeks, “Know- 
ing that blustery days are coming, 
and that last minute rush for win- 
terizing always jams garages and 
service stations, the thinking per- 
son acts in advance and gets his/ 
her vehicle attended to during 
the lull before the storms.” 

The State Police Chief said 
that a change in driving habits 
is in order too, as motorists face 
many weeks of cold rain, moisture- 
laden snow, sleet and ice. 


Gradual starts and stops, longer 
intervals between vehicles, signals 
well in advance of turning, cau- 
tious passing, and alertness for 
pedestrians who may slip or fal- 
ter are the marks that distinguish 
the “truly good driver” from one 
who becomes an accident victim as 
a result. of not making,these ad- 
justments before the first snow 
falls, he said. 

“A vehicle in good shape, driven 
by a safety-minded driver, will col- 
lect dividends in peace of mind 
for oneself, comfort for passen- 
gers, and be the finest possible 
insurance against colliding with 
fellow road users,’ said Col. 
Weeks.
